San Francisco, Sept. 28—Henry Wil- 
kens, branded as a wife beater and as 
a debaucher of his murdered wife’s 
sister while the body of Mrs. Anna 
Wilkens was scarcely cold in death, 
Sat unmoved in Judge Louis Ward’s 
court yesterday while his trial for 
nmiurder got under way. 

With downcast eyes, that never 
once were raised while witnesses and 
Prosecutor alike excoriated him, he 
remained huddled in a chair next to 
Attorney Frank Murphy, wao is de- 
fending him against the charge of hav- 
ing been implicated in the hold-up 
that resulted in the shooting and kjll- 
ing of Mrs. Wilkens. In this attitude 
he heard described the bruises with 
which he had, it was said, on one occa- 
sion at least, covered the face and 
shoulders of his wife. Not once did 
he move as the jury was told both by 
Assistant District Attorney Golden 
and in the testimony of Mr. and Mrs. 
Adolph Lange, uncle and aunt of the 
murdered woman, of the illicit rela- 
tions maintained by him with Helen 


Lange, their neice and Mrs. Wilkens’ 
sister.

“T will lock up this jury without ask- 
ing any explanation to attorneys or to 
the public.”
